Were Early Fishermen. 


The first whit settlers to 
make 


their home on Rock Island were-fish- 
ermen and trappers. They

from the straits of Macinac in 1835 
and 1836. 
The histories of the com- 


munity record among the names of 
these pioneer adventurers, Jack Ar- 
nold, Louis Lebue, David E. Corbin, 
John A, Boone, James McNeil and 
Neil McMillan. Corbin and Arnold 
had been soldiers in th« war of 1812 
and Corbin was the first lighthouse 
keeper in .Wisconsin. To this comr 
munity there arrived in 1844 another 
group.of people from the vicinity of 
Chicago. They came to make their 
living, at fishing.
